as is a true story. The facts have been 
authenticated by reliable witnesses, and 
the real names of the participants are used. 
But before we can deal with the part of 
this story which you may not believe, it is 
necessary to go back to’ a cold December 
day in 1927. 


On that day the U.S. Submarine S-4, just 
completing an underwater run off Wood 
End, near Provincetown on Cape Cod Bay, 
was surfacing. The helmsman aboard the 
speeding Coast Guard Destroyer Paulding 
bore hard on his wheel as he saw the rising 
periscope just dead ahead, but too late! 


The ill-fated sub broke surface under 
the port bow of the Paulding, and the sick- 
ening grinding of metal rent the air. As the 
destroyer recoiled from-the crash, the un- 


derwater craft sank slowly to the bottom of 
the bay. 


Instantly news was flashed to the nearest 
coast guard station of the disaster, and a 
rescue fleet was on the scene within hours. 

: Divers, dropped to the wreck a hundred 
feet below, hammered on the hatch cover 
of the sunken craft. 


The diver listened intently as one of the 
trapped officers, Lieut. Graham N. Fitch 
tapped out in code the situation within the 
vessel. Six men, including the Lieutenant, 


survived. The rest of the 34 members, in- 
cluding Roy Keller Jones, commanding of- 
ficer, had died instantly. 


Fitch had a question of his own to ask: 
“Ts there any hope for us?” And the diver 
tapped back: “We are doing everything that 
can be done.” : 


Rescue operations went ahead on the 
double, but suddenly a howling storm of 
such violence descended on the rescue work- 
ers, that they were forced to seek shelter 
in the harbors. Hours of waiting for the 
storm to abate became days, and the trap- 
ped men in the submarine tapped out a 
frantic message that their supnlv of axveen 
was giving out. : 

Three days later the storm subsided, and 
rescue operations were resumed, but even 
though hopeful messages were sent to the 
men, they must have known that they were 
doomed. Three months later, the S-4 was 
brought to the surface and towed to Boston. 


A bell-buoy, which bore the name, “Old 
Eleven” was anchored on the spot of the 
disaster, and its unmistakable clang was like 
a dirge for the brave submariners who had 
perished there. A whole year passed. And 
then it happened. 


On a sunny, clear afternoon.in January, 


1929, the U.S. Coast Guard Cutter Bruin 


wes making its scheduled return to Cape 
Cod from Maine. Suddenly a blanket of fog 
cut visibility to zero, just as the Cutter was 
passing the Provincetown fishing fleet. 


Captain Kyle, on the bridge, ordered the 
vessel reduced to quarter speed and strained 
to see in the gray-black void ahead, but in 
vain. He strained his ears, trying to catch 
the sound of “Old Eleven,” also in vain. 


From a nearby smack, Kyle heard the 
call of its skipper, Manuel Silva. “We've 
lost our way, Captain!” Silva shouted 
“Lead the way!” 


Slowly the Bruin moved forward, alert 
to blow its siren if the vessel should strike 
the shore instead of the channel. “Old 
Eleven” would guide them to their proper. 
bearings if they could hear the clang—but 
all was silence. 


Tense minutes passed. The Bruin was 
driving blind. In the wake of the cutter, 
Captain Silva and other smacks hailed one 
another constantly to keep their bearings. 


Suddenly Kyle’s eyes brightened. Off the 
starboard came the familiar clang of “Old 
Eleven!” But—the sound came off the star- 
board. That meant they were off their 
course, and in danger. 


Kyle’s voice carried clear, “Bear away, 
bear away,” and the alert helmsman swiftly 
altered the course. Kyle’s brow was fur- 
rowed. “Strange,” he muttered, “I was sure 
we'd drifted the other way, but I guess we

‘soon reached the channel, and Kyle was 
able to see the lights of the lighthouse. 
Shortly after, the cutter, followed by the 
fishing smacks, came into the calm of Prov- 
incetown Harbor. They were safe at last. 


After Kyle supervized the dropping of 
his anchor close to the wharf, he stepped 


off the cutter, and ambled over to Manuel 
Silva, who was docking his boat alongside 
the cutter. 


Kyle wiped sweat off his brow, although 
there was a brisk wind blowing. He lit a 
cigarette, and watched Silva in silence for 
a moment. Then he spoke.
